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In the Sample connections diagram, the entire network is deployed indoors. 


If you want to connect an outdoor device to the switch, cable the switch to an 
Ethernet surge protector that supports the same speeds as your switch, and then 
cable the surge protector to the outdoor device.

3. Power on the switch 


e For switch model GS308v3 only, move the Off/On switch to the On position. 
e Connect the power adapter to the switch and plug it into an electrical outlet. 


The LEDs indicate the status. 


EED Description 


Power e On. The switch is receiving power. 


e Off. The switch is not receiving power. 


Port e Solid green. The switch detected a link with a powered on 
device on this port. 


e Blinking green. The port is sending or receiving traffic.
